IN MEMORIAM: It was with deep regret that I learned of the death 
of William Spier. He died May 30th at the age of 66. I had the priv- 
egege of talking with him on several occasions. He was a great help 

in compiling my Suspense log. His first major position was in 1929 
with the Atwater-Kent radio hour which he produced and directed. In 
1936 he directed the MARCH CF TIME. Mr, Spier was chief of the writer's 
department and director of script for the Columbia Broadcasting System 
in 1940 when he was co-producer of SUSPENSE and DUFFY'S TAVERN. In 1947 
he won a Mystery Writers of America award for THE ADVENTURES OF SAw 
SPADE. In 1952 Mr. Spier introduced the first 90-minute TV OMNIBUS 
show for CBS.
